MANY GOT A CHANCE. 


It Was Field Day in the House for Those 

Who Wanted to Speak. 
’ Washington, August 23.—Nothing -sensa- 
tional transpired in the house today. Aside 
frcm the speeches delivered by Mr. burrows 
and Mr. Springer, there was rone that com- 
manded the attention of the members; and, 
indeed, these two speeches were not listened 
to with the interest they deserved. Today 
was a day of calm—a precursor of the storm 
that will come tomorrow. A large number 
of members addressed the honse, but for the 
greater part they wasted their eloquence on 
empty benches. 

The silver debate was begun promptly by 
Mr. Pendleton, democrat, of Texas, whu ex- 
pressed his intention to vote for the free eotn- 
age of silver at any ratio that had been sug- 
gested, but at the same time he held the pw 
chasing clause ef the Sherman act responsible 
for the present hard times. 

Others who spoke were Mr. Rowers, repub- 
lican, of California, for free silver; Mr. Pig- 
gott, democrat, of Connecticut, spoke in favor 
of repeal: Mr. Dockery. democrat, of Mis- 
sourl, for free coinage; Mr. Cobb, democrat, 
of Alabama. for free coinage; Mr. Marsa, 
republican, of Iiineis; Mr. Joseph, democrat, 
of New Mexico; Mr. Mooney, democrat, of 
Mississippi, all in favor of free coinage. 

Mr. Burrows, republican, of Michigan, held 
that if we coined our silver dollar at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, or 20 to 1, we would have a 
dollar intrinsically less than the gold dol- 
lar. 

Mr. Marsh, republican, of Ilinois, was out- 
spcken in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. 

Mr. Compton, democrat, of Maryland, said 
that he had been tu favor of the free coinage 
of silver. But his opinions and convictions 
had changed. and he would now vote for the 
unconditional repeal of the purchasiag clause 
of the act of 1890. 

Mr. Purborrow, democrat, of Illincis, argued 
that the United States alone could not adopt 
free coinage. 

Mr. Springer said: “I attribute the actual 
condition which now exists in the country 
to three eontrolling @td fundamental canses. 
First, the tariff legislation since the war: 
the demonetization of silver in 1873, ard the 
authority given by the Sherman act to pur- 
chi se 4,500,000 ocunees of silver each month, 
erd issne treasury notes thereon, which treas- 
ury notes, under the ruling of the tteasury 
department, were redeemable in gold. 

Mr. Sickles. of New York, advocated repeal 
of the purchasirg clause of the Shermaa 
ner.

Thies was ascertained when 
representatives of the various organizations 
met here and counted the votes of their or- 
ganizations. The general committee 
vyassed the return later and declared the re- 
sult. The main point of difference, it is 
learned, between the railroad and its em- 
ployes is the naming of a date for the re- 
turn to the present schedule of wages. 
It was on this point that the wae a 
so.overwhelmingly against a reduction. 
Te committee composed of Messrs. Pet- 
tibone, Rickman, Nabors, Dumas and 
Johnson did not leave for Louisville to- 
night, as was expected, and it is not known 
when they will present to the manage- 
ment the result of the vote. It is expected 
that the negotiations will extend over sev- 
eral weeks.

No New Cases of Fever at Brunswiek 
and Nothing Suspicious. 


ALL WANT WILL BE RELIEVED 


The Hearts of a Generous People 
Responded Promptly. 


GETTING CAMP HUTTON IN SHAPE 


Five Days Moreand It Will Be Ready for 
the Reception of Refugees—Those 
Bound for Atlanta Exempt. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 25.—(Special.)— 
It was officially bulletined by the health 
board today that there is now not a cuse 
of yellow fever in Brunswick and not a sus- 
picious case. 

The Cox infant is six miles in the coun- 
’ try and the doctors are idle for want of 
patients. Very little sickness of any kind 
exists, and the physicians are unanimous 
in the assertion that the majority of the 
people left here are in a remarkably healthy 
condition. The outlook is hopeful and 
cheering, and when the relief committee 
commences to aid the suffering poor hap- 
piness will in a degree remove the oppress- 
ing sadness that overhangs the community. 

Seuttered to the Four Winda, 

The refugees are scattered to the four 
winds, and some are no doubt suffering, 
but, thanks to a noble people throughout 
the entire country, Brunswick’s appeal for 
ail is being responded to and none will die 
of starvation who remain here. The relief 
committee was added to today by the ap- 
pointment of S. C. Bodet, Dr. J. A. 
Butts and W. F. Symons. Upon organi- 
zation Mayor Lamb was made president, 
(©. P. Goodyear, vice president; Jacob E. 
Dart, treasurer; L. C. Bodet, secretary; 
William Anderson, custodian of funds, and 
Joseph W. Smith, keeper of supplies. All 
are prominent, reliable citizens and will 
discharge their responsible duties faithfully. 
Kelief will be furnished freely to the fe- 
males and to the male portion of the de- 
serving poor unable to work. Poor people 
able to work will be organized and under 
efiicient superintendents will be placed on 
the streets putting the city in good sanitary 
condition, No one able to labor will be 
fed, clothed or housed free, and the idle, 
vicious classes all over the country need 
not expect to flood Brunswick and be fed 
gratis. Just and humane distribution of 
a contribution will be made and no one 
will suffer. Brunswick will, by thus reliev- 
ing the poor and distressed, place herself 
in an unusually good sanitary condition. 
When matters are thoroughly perfected 
daily announcements of contributions will 
be made, 

Didn’t Say ft. 

The Savannah News correspondent at 
Waycross misquoted Surgeon Magruder in 
an interview published today, and Surgeon 
Magruder gives The Constitution corre- 
spondent the following for publication: 

“Il am quoted in The Savannah News 
this morning as having said that 1 believed 
that yellow fever would become epidemic 
in Brunswick. As I have never. visited 
Brunswick, and as my chief source of infor- 
mation as to the condition of affairs there 
is derived from mere hearsay reports, I am 
clearly in no position to offer any opinion 
as to the probable outcome of affairs there. 
J, therefore, wish to be relieved from the 
absurd position of having expressed an 
opinion on a matter concerning which | 
am so entirely unfamiliar. Respectfully, 

“GN. MAGRUDER, 
“Past Assistant Surgeon.” 
Will Not Move Auy More. 

In view of the public prejudice which 
arose on account of the removal of Harris 
while sick, and the fact that Brunswickians 
have a horror of being moved to the pest- 
house in the event they should contract 
the fever, Surgeon Hutton desires publicity 
given to the fact that no more patients will 
be moved, even if they have yellow fever. 
The patients, unless they them- 
selves request it, will be treated 
at their h¢@mes. The surgeonyg 
suspect, however, that the public, not know- 
in this rule has’ been established, are con- 
ecealing all kinds of illness, and Surgeon 
Hutton has addressed the following commu- 
nication to Hugh Burford, president of the 
health boord. 

“Dear Sir: I regret to say that the med- 
ica] otiicers of the government ‘have reason 
to suspect that cases of sickness are kept 
in concealment by their families. The rena- 
son for this appears to be the fear that 
the sick may be removed from their homes. 
I wish now to declare that such is not the 
intention of the government officers. They 
abandoned the policy of the removal of the 
sick after the development of the third 
“ase. This case was not removed. The 
mother in her fright ran away with “the 
child. The protection of the city demand- 
ed the removal of the Harris case, but such 
removals shall not be undertaken here- 
after unless the patient cannot be cared for 
at home and the family ask for the re 
moval to the hospital. Very respectfully,

Through the 
courtesy of Surgeon Hutton, The Con- 
stitution correspondent visited the intended 
camps near Waynesville today. On the 
special train were Health "ages Robert 
Drs. LTugh Burford, Surgeon 
Guiteras, Hutton, Carter and Thomas A. 
McDonald, of the chemists of the Marine 
hospital service. Superintendent Pains of the 
Brunswick and Western road, met the 
party and extended every courtesy to 
them. 

At the Detention Camp. 

About fifty men are at work under the 
supervision of Captain Horace Dart, pre- 
paring the camps. Ex-Mayor Love, of Tif- 
ton, is operating a telegraph line under 
the trees from the top of a box. Within 
the last forty hours two acres of ground 
have been cleared and three large dining 
halls built. Two hundred tents will be 
erected, six wells sunk, telegraph office 
built, general hospital building erected, side 
tracks put in, supply stores run up and 


every provision made for the comfort of 
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Gordon. All parties 
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similarly treated. ‘This rule wil! not 
apply to any one goifg to or through At- 
lanta.

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MURCER D IN THE ROAD. 


The Bodyof a Prominent Cattleman Found 
Riddiled with Bullets. 


San Antonio, Tex.. August 25.—Informa- 
tion has just reached here that J. R. Me- 
Ixerrow, one of the most prominent cattle 
men of southwest Texas, was brutally mur- 
dered near his ranch by unknown parties. 
The ranch is located near Brackett, in 
Kinney county, but no one thereon had 
the slightest intimation that anythifig had 
gone wrong with Mr. MeKerrow until his 
dead body was found in the road by some 
cow men at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing. ‘Ihe deceased had been shot twice, 
once through the head and once through 
the breast and death must have beer instan- 
taneous.

UNCLE SAM’S BIG HEART. 


The Government Will See That No One Suf- 
fers at Brunswick. . 

Washington, August 25.—(Special.)}— 
The government is going to take care of 
the Brunswick ‘sufferers. There is. a 
quarantine fund of several hundred thon- 
sand dollars provided for just such emer- 
gencies. Through the influence of Judge 
Turner that has been placed at the dis- 
posal of Surgeon General Wyman to be 
used for the relief of the people of Bruns- 
wick.

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‘T AM A BIMETALLIST 


Senator Hill Makes a Strong Speech on 
the Financial Question, 


HE URGED UNCONDITIONAL REPEAL 


Monometallists Charged with Bring- 
ing on the Present Panic. 


SILVER HAS BECOME A COMMODITY 


Senator Hill Says He Will Follow the Ad- 
. ministration W here He Thinks It Is 
| Right, but No Longer. 


Washington, August 25.—At the close 
of the routine morning business, which 
comprised no matter of public interest, 
except the presentations of communications 
from the treasury department, adverse to 
any special legislation in regard to the 
penalties on the whisky tax. Mr. Hill 
addressed the chair and was recognized, 
He yielded, however to Mr. Vest, who 
sent to the Cerk’s desk and had read, a 
communication from the director of the 
mint giving statistics as to the purchase, 
cost and coinage of silver. 

Mr. [Hill then resumed the floor. He 
read his speech from printed slips. His 
voice was strong and clear, and though he 
indulged in gesticulations, he used much 
emphasis and turned his face alternateiy 
from one side of the chamber to the other. 
As his desk is rather far back on the 
democratic side, the senators who had 
their seats in front of him wheeled around 
in their chairs. turning their backs to 
the presiding officer, and the republican 
senators also took such positions as en- 
abled them to fix their gaze upon him. 
There was perfect quiet and stillness in 
the chamber while he spoke, and the closest 
attention was paid to the speech both on 
the floor and in the crowded galleries. 

Three Causes of the Tronble. 


The existing financial disturbances he at- 
tributed to three causes: First, it is a natural 
or inevitable resuit or incident of many 
years of real or fictitious prosperity. The 
nation is not unlike an individual. Sickness 
is incidental to humanity and commercial 
panies are incident to trade. The baiance of 
trade has uwnfortunately been against us. 
We have sold our railroad and other securi- 
ties abroad instead of at home and the inter- 
est, as well as portions .of the principal, 
have been coming due and must. be paid in 
gold, because it was so “nominated in the 
bond,’ and hence our gold has naturally 
been leaving us for foreign shores. Unques- 
tionably some of the present “ficulties may 
be attributed to the uneasiness of our pro- 
tected industries, which have been accus- 
tomed, to rely, to a certuin extent, u 
governmental favoritism to support them. 
I do not disguise the fact that such uneasi- 
ness eXists and that it contributes its share 
te the general exporting. disturbance of finan- 
cial affairs. But there is no relief for the 
situation unless the democratic party aban- 
don its principles and surrenders in advance 
to the interests whi: were defeated at the 
last election. The democratic marty is 
piedged to tariff reform and it must redeem 
its pledge, come what may. Of course It 
must be expected there will.be some friec- 
tion. It is unaveidable. [t is ineident to 
the anticipated withdrawal of public aid 
from private enterprises; and it cannot be 
prevented, but must be endured. ‘The peo- 
pie perfectly understood the question last fal, 
and they voted with their eyes wide open. 
Mur course is onward, and we shall not re- 
treat. 

The Goldbugs Plot. 


Second, some portion of the present panic 
may be traced to a concerted effort on the 
part of numerous monometallists to produce 
it. in order to further discredit silver as a 
part of the standard money of the country. 
best financial situation in the wor'd 
eould now stand,.such an organized and vig¢ious 
attack upon it. These disturbers—these pro- 
moters of the public peril—represent largely 
the ereditor class, the men who desire ty 
appreciate the gold dollar in order to sub- 
serve their own selfish interests. men who 
revel in hard times, men who drive harsh 
bargains with their fellow-men in periods of 
financial distress and men-who, unfamiliar 
with the true principles of monetary science. 

Mr, Cleveland Was Silent. 

Third, the Sherman silver purchase law 
has been, at least in part and possibly the 
most largely, instrumental in producing the 
existing complications. No one now de- 
fends. Few apologize for it. It has been 
asserted that the. president himself, in his 
hostilitiy to independent free silver colnage, 
was disposed at one time to regard with fa- 
vor or acquiesce in the provisions of the 
Sherman law, which’ had been the instrn- 
ment or means by which free coinage had 
been defeated. Whether this be so or not, 
the fact remains and has not escaped ob- 
servation, that while the democratic national 
iatform denounced the Sherman law 
and denounced its repeal, denounce; 
it not the result of a truce 
but as a cowardly makeshift Yet 
Mr. Cleveland neither in his speech, deliy- 
ered at Madison Square garden New York 
in answer to the notification of bis néminaj 
tnoh, nor in his subsequent letter of accept- 
ance, nor in his inangura) address in March 
last, criticised the Sherman law, nor made 
any allusion to it whatever. although it was 
then already threatening the prosperity of 
the country with the dangerous results of its 
operation, which were apparent to every one 
who had given the subject any careful atten- 
tion. Mr. Hill alluded to his personal record 
on the silver question, quoted from the state 
platform of the New York democracy, de- 
nouncing the Sherman law, and said: 

**! Am a—Simetallist.” 


The democracy of New York wanted the 
law repealed, because it blocked the way to 
free bimertullic coinage and not. because it 
would aid the cause of monometallism. That 
is exactly tay position today. I am a bimetal- 
list. I do not believe in a Single gold stan- 
dard, nor a single silver standard, but I do 
believe in the use of both go'd and silver as 
the standard money of the country, and in 
their free coinage in our mints at a ro 
ratio without any discrimination in tater’ of 
-_ against the other. And as such bimetal- 

st, I favor the repeal of the Sherman law 
because {ft is undemocratic, illogien} d .

Independent free bimetallic coinage by the 
United States is not consistent with the coun- 
sels of monetary science, if it is to rest per- 
manently upon an almost isolated free silver 
coinage. Our return to free bimetallic coinace 
is, therefore, now for the first time since 1873, 
subject possibly to the new hindrance ano 
prior condition of an adequate international 
agreement. That is the legacy of the Sher- 
man Jaw, the joint legacy of the Sherman 
law and the delay to repeal it. But let the 
dead past bury its dead. And for our parts 
let us go forth to the future ‘“‘without fear 
and with manly hearts.” 

Himet«llism the Permanent Remedy. 

Discussing at considerable length the mon- 
etary policy of the British government Mr. 
Hill said that Great Lritain defeated the 
renewai of tne parity of goid and silver at 
the monetary conferences. of 1881, 1892 and 
now, 1893, is combining her Asian with he 
European power to prevent the renewal of the 
parity of gold and siiver by the United States 
and France, or other foreign paces, at any 
future * time. The permanent remedy for 
our financial difficulties, the senator held to 
be a return to the bimetailism which existed 
previous to 1873. This, he said, is the omy 
remedy which has been tried. Mr. Hill de- 
clined to discuss the question of ratio, and 
said: 

I esteem it of the least consequence of 
any of the questions which are incident to 
the monetary problem. If the existing ratio 
is to be changed at all, the feasibiiity of 
which at the present time is of great doubt, 
it shou'd not be enlarged, but ‘diminished 
and put at 151-2, so as to correspond with 
the ratio of the silver pieces of the countries 
composing the Latin union where ¢oined. 

An enlargement of the ratie by this country 
involves the recoinage of neariy all our sil- 
ver at a tremendous ioss, or else its absotute 
retirement, which woud be disastrous; whiie: 
a reduction of the ratio to 151-2 would ena- 
bie us to re-coin at a profit, and thus place 
our silver pieces in the same plane as the 
European coin. It is evident under existing 
conditions that no European country will re- 
coin at a fearful loss, such as would be in- 
voived in any of the changes now proposed. 

The Message Was Too Vague. 

It is said that the president’s message, in 
its significant omissions and especially in 
its closing lines, contemplates the establish- 
ment of a go:d standard as the policy of the 
country and looks upon the repeai of the 
Sherman lawl as a means to that’ end. It is to 
‘be regretted that the president was not more 
explicit in his last utterances. He express- 
ly advised the repeal of the Sherman law 
and then urged other legisi:ation as desirabie, 
but he ieft the exact nature thereof in doubt. 

It was hoped that the president, in view of 
the provisions of the democratic national piat- 
form in favor of a doub‘e standard, and in 
view of the well known opinions of a large 
majority of his own party in congress, woud 
have at ieast spoken a kind or encouraging 
word in behalf of a return to bimetaillism. 
It would have certainivy made the path of 
repeal an easter one and prevented much 
misconstruction and bitterness. But whiie 
I regarded such ommissions as unfortunaée, 
and while conceding that it is not easy fo re- 
eoneile the closing words of his messag’ 
with a desire for the establishment of a 
double standard, yet I am not disposed to 
accept such a construction of them untii fur- 
ther evidenee of his adverse intentions . has 
been manifested. 

Declining to Follow. 

If he fully Intended us to understand that 
he proposed bereafter to favor the poiicy of 
a single gold standard, then I must abso- 
iutely decline to foilow him in his new de- 
parture. I shail refuse to foliow in the foot- 
steps of any administration that_ seeks to 
piace the democratic party in a false posi- 
tion, that seeks to lead it away from its tra- 
ditions, away from the currency of our 
fathers, away from the path of safety. away 
from democratic, princip-es and piatforms, 
and into the very camp of the enemy. “The 
presilent most tely upon repubican votes to 
carry out any such astticidal potiey. I shail 
not believe, however, that any stich course 
wi'l be taken by the president-of his own 
volition or even under the inspiration of in- 
discriminate advisers, until cfearer evidence 
shali be furnished than now exists, Tt is 
a most diffieutr task at this particular junc- 
ture of affairs to work out a fixed and defi- 
nite finaneial pian for the future, which 
shall not be subject to revision. We must 


r not only take into consideration our own de- 


pressed and aimost exhausted condition. but 
we must not ignore the condittons and ac- 
tions of other countries. We must await 
the effect of India’s unfortunate action. 


Mast Come to Bimetallism. 


I make the prediction that the attempt t: 
impose a gold standard upon Great Britain's 
Indian empire is doomed ot ultimate failure 
But the relief which the country needs 
this hour is the prompr repeal of the Sher. 
man law. Our duty now is to stop further 
silver purchases and relicve an almost bank- 
rupt treasury from the drain of gold out of . 
vaults. 

Let us legislate upon the financial questiv: 
and then return to our homes. At*the regr 
lar session next December we can resume the 
discussion of a permanent financial system 
required by the necessities of our great and 
growing country. ‘This ts not the hour for 
trying experiments. ‘The country’s condi- 
tion forbids it. 

Svcophants. Go To. 

No one, be he democrat, republican or popu- 
list, shoutd be deterred from voting for this 
vill simply because it is hailed as an cdmin- 
istration measure. ‘That furnishes no argu- 
ment either for or against it. I resent the 
impertinent suggestion of those sycophants 
who are constantir posing as the personal or 
especial frends of ae administration, and who 
Whisper in our ears every day that the admiun- 
istration wants this and does not want that, 
and we would not vote so as to displease the 
administration. 

Sir. I know of but one rule of conduct that 
has guided my official action here, and which 
will continue to guide it to the end. tf a 
meisure seems to me to be right and proper 
and meets my approval, I shall support it, and 
if it does not meet my conscientious Judgment 
I shall oppose it. And the wishes, views or 
suggestions of any administration will have 
no effect in influencing that result. As you 
well know, I was for the repeal of this bill 
long before the present administration came 
into power, and by my voice, pen and influ- 
ence. contributed my humble shate toward 
the creation of that public sentiment in re- 
gard to it which is so well nigh unanimous in 
my own. state. My distinguished colleague 
and myself will cheerfuly vote for this bt, 
‘“unawed by power, and uncorrupted by feder- 
] natronage.”’ 

‘ The soenadaiil is entitled to my support and 
that of every other democratic senator when 
he recommends a meritorions measure which 
ig expressly approved in the platform of the 
party which nominated and elected him to 
the high office which he holds. 

Predicta Ita Passace. 

He could do no less than recommend the 
repeal of the Sherman bill, beeause such re- 
peal was made a part of the democratic 
ereed at Chicago. It was his duty 86 to do, 
and he has simply discharged that duty, and 
that is all. He deserves in this instance the 
support of all the other senators, because the 
measure which he recommends is demanded 
br the best interests of the country and is 
essential to its welfare and prosperity. 

Mr. President, this bill is going to pass this 
senate. I believe it; I predict it. 

‘The paragraph in which Mr. Hil} declared 
that if the president tnrned his back on hi- 
metallism, on the established policy of the 
country. and on the pledges of the democrat- 
ie party, he (Hill) would not follow him, and 
that the president would have to rely upon 
republican senators to carry out his ideas, 
was spoken with much bitterness of tone, 
and democratic senators looked gloomy and 
unhappy: but a smile of amused satisfaction 
irradiated the’ faces of the repubiicans.

At 2 o'clock p. m., the speech was inter- 
rrpted and the Lee Mantle case was laid 
before the senate.

Trade at Atlanta remains quiet 
as is ustial between seasons and manufactur- 
ers have only a fair trade.

The gold shipments were to 
be accounted for as part of the plot to sack 
the treasury, which was to be accomplished 
by a concerted outcry from terror-stricken 
business circles and from the whole national 
banking system that nothing could restore 


confidence and credit save the issuance

The scheme was deeply laid and wel] 
planned, It began during the last 
months of Harrison’s administration, 
and had its origin in a remark made by 
Secretary Charles Foster at a gathering 
of Wall street bankers at Delmonico’s. 
Foster declared that the treasury notes 
issued under the Sherman law would be 
redeemed in gold on demand—that the 
secretary would forfeit his discretion in 
the matter and allow the holders of the 
notes to interpret and administer the 
law. This cue was not lost on the bank- 
ers, and it was not many days before 
they had formed a syndicate with a view 
to draining the “free gold” out of the 
treasury in order to force the govern- 
ment to issue 4 per cent bonds. 
If this scheme had panned out, it 
would have placed a pretty little plum 
in the pockets of the syndicate. The 
amount of bonds demanded and expected 
was $50,000,000. ‘These bonds taken at 
p=rv by the banks could have been re- 
sold at a premium of 14 per cent, quite 
a shug little sum. Foster, who is now a 
disgraced bankrupt, went so far as to 
set the engravers of the treasury at work 
on the plates for the bonds, but the 
scheme of the banks was exposed by 
Treasurer Nebeker, and President Har- 
rison put his foot on it with a violence 
that was as unexpected as it was for- 
tunate. 
The bank syndicate relaxed its efforts 
and practically surrendered. But it 
had set the ball in motion. ‘The surplus 
gold in the treasury was reduced to the 
$100,000,000 reserve, which had been 
regarded as the danger point, and there 
was an uneasy feeling in Wall street. 
The bubble of the Cordage trust, so 
fearfully blown under the auspices of 
the “respected business men of the stock 
exchange’—‘“our Christian financiers,’ to 
employ the description of a metropolitan 
editor—suddenly exploded, and the shock 
of the concussion burst other speculative 
bubbles, ‘and at once Wall street found 
itself with a panic on its hands. 
Meanwhile another factor had appear- 
ed on the scene. England, France, Aus- 
tria, Russia and Germany found it nec- 
essary to replenish their stocks of gold, 
and their eyes were turned to this coun- 
re the Wall street bank syndicate 
was engaged in draining the gold out of 
the treasury. Where the syndicate left 
off, the agents of foreign banks began 
operations. Our readers will remem- 
ber how the telegrams told of gold sent 
abroad by Lazzard Feres, Ikleheimer & 
Whackembaum, Hockenheimer & Hick- 
elstein and the rest. We may get the 
names wrong, but the flavor is there. 
Then the cry was set up that the 
Sherman law was the cause of the gold 
exports, and the organs began to demand 
its repeal. It was at this point that the 
Wall street bank syndicate changed its 
tactics. It ceased to draw gold out of 
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the Sherman law out of the way, the 
next step is to fix the gold standard, and 
the chief movers have good ;reason to 
believe that they can force congress 40 
issue $300,000,000 of gold bonds to re- 
plenish the gold reserve. — : ;

Glancing ever The Tribune in 
search of something that might have 
caused this temporary depression in the 
suncttin, we found a letter from the 
Hon. Seaborn Wright, containing this 
pungent paragraph: 

I am firmly convinced it is a war to the 
finish between the sections and classes of the 


country. As for me. I have made up my 
mind on which side I will stand. 

in another column is an extract from 
the Rev. Dr. G. A. Nunnally’s sermon at 
Memphis. in which he says: 

Today the cry is “Give us work.” If 
unheeded, tomorrow it will be “Give us 
bread,”’ And if. it be not granted, the next 
duy you will hear the wild shout of “Blood 
and booty.” and the end has come. Only 
the wisdom of highest statesmanship and the 
intervention of a wise and gracious provi- 
dence can save us as a nation from disso- 
lution and destruction. 

The suspicion prevails that one-half of 
our people are rogues and liars and dead- 
beats floating about upon crop Hens and 
homestead waiver mortgages, while the other 
half are robbers and extortioners and shy- 
locks, scudding around in iron-clad tugs, 
towing to their own port the wrecks along 
the coast.

The Chinese Debtor. 
From the reports of three American 
consuls in China some very interesting 
facts may be gleaned in regard to debt 
and litigation. 
In China there are no lawyers, fees 
and costs. Litigation is regarded as ; 
great evil and is made very simple. A 
magistrate hears a case very much as 
a father would a dispute between two 
children, and in the main justice is ad- 
ministered speedily, theroughly and 
cheaply. 

To prevent litigation, many debts have 
been been made debts of honer, not 
binding in law. Among these are all 
lonns of friends or relatives to start a 
man in business, extricate him. from 
trouble, assist him in litigation—all loans 
to a gambler, spendthrift, drunkard or 
runaway wife—all loans upon parol, 
without security, and various other 
debts. Drinking debts are not collecta- 
ble. A Chinaman takes a very little 
liquor at his meals. If he is a drunk- 
ard it is a disgrace of the deepest sort. 
The only saloons in China are owned and 
patronized by Europeans and Americans. 
Professional services cannot be sued for 
unless there is a written obligation. The 
unsecured creditor simply stands in 
front of the debtor’s door and weeps. 
He rarely has to do this longer than an 
hour. ‘To get rid of the annoyance and 
avoid disgrace, the debtor hustles around 
and gets up the money. 

In cases of insolvency the debtor al- 
most invariably pays if he retrieves his 
position. A legal debt is binding upon 
a man’s children and grandchildren, and 
it is considered a filial duty to pay a 
father’s debt of honor. “A peculiar eus- 
tom in China is that of mutual forget- 
fulness. When a creditor-is on friendly 
terms with a debtor who cannot pay in 
full or in part, he calls on 
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istrates and is equivalent to a release 
under seal. Consul Bedloe says: 
Beyond the fear of going to law is the 
greater fear and disgrace of being a delin- 
quent debtor. A ‘Chinaman who becomes 
financially embarragsed wil] setl himself for 
a plantation coolie. go into exile for twenty 
ears, or even commit suicide. It is part of 
is religion to pay off all he owes in the 
last week of the year, in order that he may 
begin the next one free from care and obliga. 
tion. If he has not enough money, he will 
give a note or bond, or a bond signed by rel- 


atives to tide himself over to a more pros- | 


perous scason. At this time of the year cred- 
iters are lenient and liberal. Where they 
are satisfied with the bona fides of a debtor, 
they will compromise On Gasy terms, and on 
muny occasions will forgive the debt en- 
tireiy. 

‘the Chinese business man is the soul 
of honor and foreigners prefer to deal 
with him. There are no fraudulent fail- 
ures. In the event of a failure a man’s 
whole family is responsible for a legal 
debt. Consul Fowler writes: 

For a Chinese not to pay his debts is a 
disgrace felt so keenly that he will commit 
suicide rather than face the reproaches of 
his friends. On the last day of the year the 
Chinese have a great settling. On that day 
they settle with their creditors and begin 
the new year with clean books. At this time 
suicides are more frcquept, the poor wretch- 
es being unable to meet their obligations. 
At two other periods of the year accounts 
are settled, but not so scrupulously. 

The rich do not contract debts, unless they 
are reasonably sure that they can pay, for 
in the event of failure they would José re- 
spect, and the possibility of a  suicide’s 
grave stares them in the face. The poor do 
not contract debts, because credit is not ac. 
corded them; they must pay cash down. 

Aud these are tue peopie wuo are 
placed under ihe ban by our Geary law! 

Instead of shutting out the Chinese, 
and viewing them contemptuously as a 
semi-civilized people, perhaps it would 
profit us to make a closer study of their 
social, business and political’ systems. 
A people who had a religion, a literature 
and many of the arts of an advanced 
civilization a thousand years ago, when 
our ancestors were half-naked savages, 
roaming through the forests of Britain 
and Germany, ought to be able to teach 
us something, and we should be very 
willing to learn from them.’ The Chi- 
nese are the most interesting people on 
the face of the earth, unless we except 
the Japanese. 


A Timely Suggestion. 

The suggestion that our county com- 
missioners should meet and take steps 
to erect a new courthouse, jail and re- 
formatory, under the conditions pro- 
posed, is worthy of consideration. 

It can do no harm to test this propo- 
sition by submitting the question to the 


people, by ordering an election on the 


bonds that would have to be issued. 

Successive grand juries have reported 
in favor of these improvements, and they 
have pronounced our jail a disgrace to 
the county, the courthouse totally inade 
quate, and the reformatory has been 
strongly recommended. If we do not 
begin the erection of these buildings this 
year they will have to come anyhow in 
a year or two. 

But now is the best time. We can 
get the material cheaper than we can 
buy it next year. ‘The employment that 
will be afforded workingmen who need 
it is a strong point in favor of imme- 
diate action. ‘Then, the money that will 
be turned loose to pay our wage earn- 
ers, passing from their hands to the 
retail merchants, making trade brisk 
during the coming months will be of 
great benefit to the community. 

It is a favorable time for our county 
commissioners to get together and con- 
sider the matter. After all, the people 
will have to pass judgment on it, and it 
is safe to trust them.

“The world’s production of gold has beem 
increasing only at the rate of $2,200,000 per 
annum since 1873 and the werld's production 
of silver at the rate of $5,750,000 a year ia 
the same period; neither one in fact keeping 
up with the yearly increase of popuiaiion 
and commerce; and tke difference in the 
relative increase of the two metals being 
only $3,500,000 a year in favor of silver. or 
counting’ the world’s population at two bil 
lion people, an increase of silver over gold 
per capita of less than one five hundredth 
part of a cent per annum for twenty years?”’ 

Mr. Myrick presents the following coinage 
statistics: “The world coined %$169,000,000 
in gold in 1889; $149,900,000 in 189. and 
$119,000.000 in 1891, a decrease of $20.000,- 
000 in 1890, and $30,000,000 in 1891 from pre- 
ceding years. The world coined $139.000,000 
silver in 1889; $151,000.000 in 1890, and $135,- 
000,000 in 1891, an increase of $12.000,000 in 
1890 over 1889, and a decrease of $15,500,000 in 
1891 from 1890, and $4,000,000 less in 18)1 
than in 1889; so that it will be seen that the 
total coinage of both metals fell off $54,000,- 
000 in 1891 as compared with 1889, though 
the world coined $16,009.000 more silver than 
gold in 1891.’’ He says of the demonetiza- 
tion of silver: ‘‘Why was silver demo rctized 
and gold made the sole standard of value? 
Not because of over-produection or a decline 
in the price-of silver bullion, but because 
England saw in the great increase of (silver) 
wealth in the United States in 1873 the samc 
menace to her supremacy that she saw in 
1850 in the enormous increase of (gold) wealth 
in this country, and took the same steps to 
put a check upon it; successful ju 1875 though 
failing in 1850. So by a conspiracy between 
the republican party and the Bank of Eng- 
land and the Rothschilds, backed up by 
Lombard street and Wall street, the deed 
wis dene by stealth aad fraud upon the peo 
ple.

This 
cannot be done at a single stroke. A single 
dose of medicine will not heal a patient whose 
sickness is of long standing.

The industrial council, which is com- 
posed of the leading workingmen of the 
city, have been trying to devise some plan 
for several days past whereby the men 
pow out of employment can be given work, 
and at the same time work that will do 
the people for whom it is done some sub- 
stantial aud lasting good. More than one 
plan has been suggested before the coun- 
4], but none of them seemed to be the 
thing needed, and every member was busy 
working the matter over in his mind un- 
il the meeting yesterday morning one of 
those present remarked: 

“Now, if the county courthouse bonds 
sad not failed. we would have work enough 
m hand ter all who are now out.of em- 
ployment.” 

“What's the matter with building the 
courthouse yet?” asked another member. 
“Because there has been no provision 
made for the payment of the men who 
are necessary to do the work. That’s all 
as far as I know. It the arrangement had 
been made for the payment of the men 
the work could be commenced at once,” 
was the reply. 
It Set Them All to Thinking. 

The colloquy started all around the table 
to thinking, and the thinking resulted in 
a remark from Mr. James Bell, the well- 
known locomotive engineer, and ex-coun- 
ciman from the fifth ward. 

“It ain't too late vet to get the bonds 
if we go about it in the right way.1 knew 
the time when Georgia was hard up for 
ready cash. and I remember that such a 
thing as a baby bond was made, and that 
those bonds went like wild fire. They 
were found on the streets and in the trade 
just like a five-dollar bill, and they re- 
lieved the pressure mightily. Now, if we 
could get the county commission to issue 
a baby bond, I think we would be right 
in it.”’ 

“Tlow could that be done?” was asked. 

The query set all to talking, and the 
more the matter was discussed the more 
favorable it looked to those present.

the Legal Part of the Story. 

The county commission cannot issue the 
bonds or authorize the issuance of the bonds. 
It must be left to a vote of the people and 
in order to have the election thirty days’ 
notice of the same. must be given. Colonel 

VY. 8S. Thomson, the county attorney, when 
asked about the matter, said: 

“There is no doubt in my mind,” said 
Colonel Thomson, “as to the legal right of 
the board of commissioners to call an elec- 
tion at any time they may see fit. The law 
requires that an election on the issue of 
county bonds must be called by the commis- 
sioners. ‘They may do this as often as they 
see proper from the circumstances arising 
in the case. As to the expediency, however, 
of calling an election, if called, I have noth- 
ing to say and do not care to be quoted. 
The fact that an election was held last 
June does not prevent the board from 
calling another if it appears to be wise 
in their discretion. This is the view I 
take of the matter from a legal stand- 
point and the law is very plain on the sub- 
ject. I have not considered the matter up 
to the present time as I supposed the swote 
which was taken a short time ago had 
disposed of the matter at least for the pres- 
ent year.” 

The work cannot be done, as the member 
of the committee suggested, by 
day labor, but must go to 
contract, as there is a @®w which Says 
that all work amounting to more than 
$3.000 must be done by contract. — Still 
that would not interfere with the plans if 
the bonds can be carried and those far- 
thering the movement have little doubt 
about that. 

Of the five county commissioners four 
are in favor of the bonds, or more properly 
spenking, four out of the five are not op- 
posed to them. 

Mr. Hunnicutt, chairman of théscommis- 

sion, 1s out of the city and will not be 
back until next week.

Mr. Jim Collins is in favor of a new 
election. He believes in trying the issue 
over again and thinks the opportunity is 
now ripe for waging a successful battle at 
the polls. 

“Yes,” said he, when the matter was 
called to his attention yesterday, “I am 
heartily in favor of a new election on the 
issue of county bonds. I believe if the 
question is now brought squarely before 
the people that a different verdict will be 
obtained from their hands. The need of a 
new jail and a county courthouse is be 
coming every day more and more apparent, 
and 1 have reason to believe that many 
Who opposed the issue of bonds, on account 
of a doubt as to the necessity authorizing 
if, are now ready to reconsider their action 
und to view the matter in a wore favora- 
ble light. 

“The expenditure of $500,000 in the city 
will be of great benefit to the laboring 
classes of the city and will afford work to 
a large number who are now out of em- 
ployment. I am ready, as one of the com. 
nussioners, to vote for an early election, 
and the sooner the election is ealled the 
better. I am anxious to see these build- 
ings go up and I want them to be of such 
a character as will be an ornament to the 
city and“the county.” , 

Mr. Colijns was very decided in his 
views aud @xpressed himself in a manner 
which left no doubt as to the hearty es- 
pousal he intends to give the matter of a 
new election. , 
_ Mr. Charles Collier is in favor of meet- 
ing and discussing the matter and will vote 
for the bonds if it comes to a vote.

“IT have not given the matter enough 
study,’ said he, when asked about it, “but 
I am willing to attend a meeting of the 
commission and hear what the gentlemen 
have to say.

“and I was greatly disappointed when they 
failed to carry. have not had the time 
to give this proposition the necessary study 
to make a full answer, but if there is no 
legal obstructions in the way I will be fo1 
them, both as a commissioner and as a 
voter.” ; 

Dr. J. W. Nelms was one of the stanch 
friends of the bonds before and worked 
hard to secure their adoption. When thc 
bonds failed he was disappointed. but with 
a smile which always is his when he is in 
a fight to the finish. he’promised to come 
again. 

“The proposition is a new one to me,” 
he said, “but ean’t see why it isn’t a 
good one. Still it will take time to think 
it over. T think when the matter is 
brought before the commission we can soon 
digest it thoronghly. and if it is all right 
I'll be fer it. I certainly would not oppose 
anything that would be for the good of 
Atlanta. I'll attend a meeting, of course, 
if one is called, and after it is over I'll be 
better able to talk about it.” 

The members of the committee from the 
industrial council will do all in their power 
to secnre the meeting today, and if it is ac- 
complished the matter may be given some

Montgomery, Selma and Macon Have 
Quarantined Against Us, 


BECAUSE ATLANTA WELCOMES REFUGEES 


Full Story of the Day withtRegard to Local 
Interestin the Yellow Fever Panic. 
More Refugees Come to Atlanat. 


The trains that came to Atlanta from the 
southern country by way of the East Ten- 
hessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad yes- 
terday brought in a few stragglers from the 
city of Brunswick who had by hook or crook 
gotten aboard after the orders had been 
given that no more should leave the city 
for points below Atlanta. 

They came from Jesup. How long they 
had been at Jesup out of Brunswick cannot 
be told. 

The trains were met at the inspecting 
station, which is at the crossing at Clarke's 
university. The health ofticers went 
through the trains from engine to red flag 
and tound that they could come into the 
city, there being no sickness aboard. 

‘here were two special cars loaded with 
the refugees from the infected regions, and 
they came from Jesup. 

‘There were men, women and children 
aboard the cars. They were travel-worn 
and bungry, when they reached Atlanta 
und went straightway to the restaurants 
and hotels of the city to get something to 
eat as soon as they were landed under the 
union depot. 

This will probably be the last of the ref- 
ugees to come from Brunswick to Atlanta. 
‘They have been accorded a goodly welcome 
by the citizens of Atlanta, who have con- 
sideration for those who escape, as well 
as deep sympathy for those who are unable 
to come away from the dreaded scourge. 

some hept on Going. 

Some of the refugees who reached At- 
lanta yesterday kept on going and will not 
stop until they have buried themselves in 
the rural regions of the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains. Many of them went to New Lol- 
land and some went to Gainesville. Others 
went to Tallulah Falls. 

There have been a few of the refugees to 
continue their journey to Chicago and the 
world’s fair, but these for the most part 
have been young men who have no f:rmilies 
in the city of Brunswick and who have no 
special business interests there, 

The vast majority of them, however, 
have stopped in Atianta and will be here 
until the ten<lay quarantine is raised in 
that city and may be longer. 

They all say they feel very grateful to the 
people of Atlanta for their kindly feeiing to 
them in not quarantining when nearly every 
other city in this region of the south has 
quarantined, even away out in Texas. 
They say they will not soon foget Atlanta’s 
consideration for their safety. 

Mayor Goodwin Endorses it. 


Mayor Goodwin, of Atlanta, will not call 
a mass meeting and will not issue a proc- 
lamation calling upon the people of the city 
to help the sufferers in Brunswick, but he 
said when interviewed yesterday that he 
was in thorough sympathy with the move- 
ment that has already been started here to 
get up subscriptions for the poor of that 
city who could not leave there before the 
orders were given to let no more leave. 

It is said by those who ought to know 
that there is a good deal] of destitution and 
want among the class of people in Bruns- 
wick who were dependent upon their regu- 
lar work for a living, and now that all 
manner of business has closed in the city 
they are compelled to be thrown upon the 
charity of the world. 

Mayor Goodwin, realizing this from all 
that is told by the refugees who are them- 
selves able to get away from the disease, 
is very much in sympathy with the move- 
ment to get up a nice snug sum of money 
and a lot of provisions for the poor peopie 
in the clouded city. 

‘The newspapers have taken hold of the 
matter so well and so promptly, however,” 
said he yesterday, “that it is not necessary 
for me to issue a proclamation. We will 
all get together and will devise some 
means among ourselves for the right step 
to get a nice amount for the sufferers. If 
I thought it necessary I would call upon 
the people of the city formally, but I do 
not think it necessary. The people of At- 
lanta have always been ready and willing 
to do their part in this kina of work, and 
they are never behind the people of any 
other city. I know that they will come to 
the front on this appeal that the sufferers 
of Brunswick have made.” 

Mr. Lehman Talke. 


“There is certainly great need for help 
in Brunswick,” said Mr. John Lehman, one 
of the refugees, yesterday. “I don’t think 
there is as great a demand for charity 
there as some of the dispatches show, but 
at the same time there is a considerable 
number of people in the city who depended 
upon their weekly salaries for their living. 
Of course, when these salaries were cut 
off—for it must be known that all business 
in the city have been forced to shut down— 
when all these people were turned out of 
their places on account of the breaking up 
of business due to the fever, of course they 
at once became objects of charity 

“This destitution was not showing up 
when I left there as it is now. . I left there 
before the rush for departure came. But I 
hear directly from there every day.” 

Ousrantined Against Atlanta. 


Montgomery and Seima, Ala., have quar- 
antined against Atlanta, and the reason is 
simply because Atlanta has flung wide her 
doors to the refugees as fast as they come. 

These cities did the same thing against 
Jacksonville during the Jacksonvil.e epi- 
demic. They always Jump into quarantine 
regulations among the first cities of the 
south whenever any epidemic of this kind 
breaks loose. 

Mr. R. H. Hudson, passenger agent of 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad, got 
lodged in Montgomery yesterday on account 
of the quarantine flag, and wired General 
Passenger Agent John A. Gee, of this city, 
as follows: 

Monigomery, August 1893.—Captain 
John A. Gee: I am advised by the quarantine 
officials from Selma that it will be necessary 
fg: passengers from At.anta, bound for Sel- 
ma, to secure health certificates from the 
health officer to get into Selma, as that city 
was quarantined against Atlanta on account 
of Atlanta allowing persons to enter her 


gates from Brunswick.

“We have been more lenient with the 
people this year than ever before,” suid Mr. 
Steckdell, chairman of the finance comumit- 
tee yesterday. “In the first place we gave 
them the benefit of the 2 per cent discount 
longer than it has been usual and then 
when we could go no farther with that I 
got the council to give the finance commit- 
tee the right to allow a 11-2 per cent dis- 
count as jong as the committee thougit it 
advisabie. Since we gave them that 11-2 
per cent discount we have taken in a good 
deal of mouey and the city has lost the 
11-2 per cent on it, aud the loss was quite 
heavy in the aggregate. but we did it be 
cause We thougut it would help the people 
over the hurd times and give the city 
mouey When she needed it. Hut it is now 
about time that the city Was getting every 
duilar due her and the Committee bas i- 
structed Coilector Collins to quit giving 
any discount after Monday next wheu he 
closes his office.’ 

‘Mut wou't sume of them get the advan- 
tage because their property will not_be 
advertised und in that way bold oif till De- 
cember?” 

“Not a one,” replied Mr. Stockdell smil- 
ing. “As chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, I have instructed Marshal McCaundles. 
thut he will not be able to grant that priv- 
ilege to any one. 1 have toid him that 
when the books close on the 2Uth of Sep- 
tember that every man who had not paid 
would be advertised, aud that is just what 
Will happen. if a man won't take advan- 
tage ot Z per cent discount or the 1 1-2 per 
cent discount and still wants to wait till 
December be is asking more than any one 
has a right to expect. lt matters not wh« 
it is, he will be advertised if he has not 
paid when the books close. Any one who 
expects the contrary cal now iearn that 
this rule is to go into effect.

“Somehow it got out that the dis- 
count would be cut off Monday, and during 
the afternoon the people came with a 
rush.

A Partial List of the Manufacturers Is Pre- 
sented. and the Rest Will Soon Follow. 
The Book Will Soon Be Ready- 


The co-operative plan is moving along 
smoothly and as it moves it is growing. 

The advertising committee of the Manua- 
facturers’ Association, Mr. Sawtell chairman, 
met yesterday aftcruoon and received the 
c.lds of some thirty of the manufacturers 
of the city who desire to be published among 
the listed mavufacturers of the city. 

And with each of the advertisements which 
came came words of assurance that the mem- 
bers were in it for good avd all time. 

The reports made by the different members 
of the association were of the most cheerful 
uud cheering nature. Every on2 of the mem- 
bers had seen and consulted net only witn 
other manufacturers, but with wholesale and 
retail merchants of the city aud each gave 
every assurance that the merchants, both 
wholesale and retail, would do all in their 
power to help the movement along. They ail 
were quoted as having said that they would 


give Atlanta made products the. preference 
when ordering or sélling goods. 

The committee prepared a list of the listed 
advertisers for publication and decided to 
add from day to day ahy new owes that 
might come. At the same time the mem- 
bers of the committee were urged to call upon 
those not listed and insist upon them coming 
in. The members, too, were instructed to 
urge upon all the necessity of sending in the 
information necessary to be embodied in the 
book which is now to be printed containing 
a complete list of all the articles which are 
manufactured in the city of Atlanta. This 
book, when completed, will be one of the 
most thorough and effective advertising stories 
the city of Atlanta has ever sent out. It will 
contain a brief history of all the manufacto- 
ries of the city and will tell just what every 
place in the city makes and will show also 
what is not made in Atlanta. 

The committee considered the proposition 
of hiring a -man and placing him on the road 
to talk about Atlanta's factories and to tell 
what could be had in the city.

Re- 
ceipts at the ports today are but 3,900 bales, against the 
same amount last year, the decrease in Galveston and 
New Orleans being offset by the increase at Savannah 
and Norfoik, and the feeling grows that the receipts at 
Galveston may be expected to reflect the reported 
diminution in the Texas crop. The local short interest 
is exceedingly nervous, and vovers quickly on the Grst 
indication of an improvement in prices, and the con- 
viction is growing that, while there is no decided im- 
provement in commercial cireles the feeling has 
changed from one of despondency to one of more con- 
fidence in the revival of trade under the impression 
that the Sherman bill will be prompt'y repealed, The 
strength of the market during the afternoon Wasa sur- 
prise to the trade, as no special feature had developed 


during the day to cause any great activity or an ad- 
vance in its opinion. Dispatches from New Orleans 
indicate that the advance surprised that venter as much 
as it did this market, and the reason can only be the 
desire of the short interest to cover at present prices 
in consequence of the continued absorption of cotton 
for continental account. Receipts were lighter than 
auticipated, and doubtiess this had some effect in cre- 
ating the nervous feeling that brought about the ad- 
vance, though it is thought that the underlying 
strength is the continued buying for continental ac- 
count. The market closes steady at the best prices of 
the day with few sellers.

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sovernor Northen Urged to Call the Leg- 
islature Together at Once 


[0 AUTHORIZE THE STATE BANKS 


a To Issue a Currency Regardless of the 10 


Per Cent Tax Law—He Will Not Say 
Much About the Matter. 


A request is coming up from different | 


parts of the state for an extra session of 
the legislature. 

The object to be accomplished by an 
extra session is to get something done 
which will help the financial situation. 
Que thing Which is named is the passage 
of a law authorizing the state banks to 
issue currency and to allow them to amend 
their charters in such manner that they 
“npn have the power. 

There is a federal law imposing a tax 
of 10 per cent oh fhe isSue of state banks, 
but there is a sentiment to disregard that 
law. 

A point made is that the act is uncon- 
stitutional, congress having no power to 
levy a tax except for the purpose of raising 
revenue. This tax on the state banks is 
held by some to be solely for prohibitory 
purposes, intended to keep state banks 
from issuing currency. 

Governor Northen was asked yesterday 
if the request for an extra session had 
been made to him. He was not inclined 
to talk much about it, but admitted that 
the report is correct. 

Up stairs the senate chamber was be- 
ing dusted, the woodwork and the win- 
dows were being cleaned, ‘and the chan- 
deliers were being burnished by a force 
of negroes under the direction of the jani- 
tor: : 
This work, the governor said, was not 
in preparation for the immediate assem- 
bling off the legislature, buf as the assembly 
meets the latter part of October in regular 
session, he presumed that the cleaning 
Was simply a coincidence. 

But he has been called upon to summon 
the legislature in extra session, and at 
least one appeal is from a large manu- 
facturer. 

The governor would act promptly if he 
saw any benett which could be secured 
through the general assembly. He does 
not see how the repeal of the Sherman 
law is going to bring the country back to 
prosperity and restore confidence. He 
thinks that the democratic congressmen 
should formulate something definite as to 
the legislation to be passed on finance, 
on the state bank tax, on the tariff and 
the income tax. Until the country knows 
what congress is- going to do with these 
subjects, he does not believe that the 
capitalists will turn their money loose. 
and until the wealthy feel safe in -in- 
vesting their money, the more moderately 
situated people will certainly hold off. 

Governor Norfhen is a bimetallist, and 
wants to see the free coinage of silver so 
that the farmer and all producers will get 
better prices for what they have to sell. 
He does not expect to see congress re- 
move the tax on state banks before the 
Georgia legislature meets in regular ses- 


sion, and so far as the appeal for a call 


for an extra session on that score is con- 
cerned, does not think that it would avail 


. anything. 


The point against the unconstitution- 
ality of the state bank tax is no new thing. 
It was made by Mr. Stone, so long editor 
and proprietor of The New York Journal 
of Commerce. He was an authority on 
financial matters and his opinion in re- 
gard to the state bank tax was supported 
by eminent legal authority. 

An advocate for a call for an extra 
session of the legislature was asked yes- 
terday by a Constitution reporter if he 
would. have the state banks run in the 
face of the federal law imposing the 10 
per cent tax. 

“Yes, I would,” he made 
“These are desperate times. If congress 
won't help us we must help ourselves. 
You know who it is that helps the man 
that helps himself? Yes, sir, the country 
needs more money for one thing and 
needs it almighty quick. Our banks tell 
us that they can get currency from New 
York if we will pay 5 per cent premium on 
it. Now, isn’t that a state of things. 
Currency has become a commodity of ex- 
change instead of a medium. 1 heard 
of an Atlanta man who had a considera- 
ble sum on deposit in a New York bank. 
He was there and took a friend around 
and was introduced to the cashier. ‘lhe 
Atlantian said that he wanted to draw 
some of his deposit. Then the cashier 
stated? that he did not know the mar§ who 
had just made the introduction. ‘The 
Alantian went out, found another friend 
who said he knew the cashier. When 
the introduction was made by this friend 
the cashier denied that he knew this gen- 
tleman. Then the Atlantian got hot, and 
declared that he was not going to fool 
any more, and if he did not get his money 
he would put the blanked bank in Se 

ands of a receiver. He got it then. Another 
gentleman was out in an interior town on 
a visit, intendiNg to go from there to Chi- 
eago. He had a few hundred dollars 
along to spend. Not wanting to carry it 
around, he deposited it in the bank. When 
he was reddy to go he called at the bank 
to withdraw fils deposit, and was told 
that. he could not draw more than $20 a 
day. He had to stay there and draw it 
out at that rate. 

But to return to your proposition to 
have the legislature authorize state banks 
to issue currency; they might not want 
to take the chances, and how could you 
the reporter asked. 

Of course, we would have to leave that 
to the banks, but I have no doubt that 
some bank would make a test case and 
get the constitutionality of the federal 
law passed upon by the courts.” 

Governor Northen would not discuss the 
Subject much, but he is not inclined now 
to call. the general assembly together un- 

88 1 twas clear that something can be 
done that will be a real benefit.

to a good many pople. Conductors on the 


electric cars, on which she rides, hare had. 


unpleasant tilts with her, so they say, and 
she has succeeded in accumulating a very 
unpleasant name. 

Yesterday Eliza appeared at police head- 
quarters with her left eye very red and 
inflamed’ and the debris of her wricked 
gold-rimmed spectacles in her hands. She 
held them cut for inspection, with an in- 
jured and regretful air. She had just col- 
lided with a conductor on the Atlanta Trac- 
tion Company line and had come out the 
worse for her experience. 

Eliza boarded an electric car in charge 
of Conductor J. W. Anthony to be taken 
to her- home on the Traction line. When 
the car was near the corner of Richardson 
and Smith streets, some one complained to 
the conductor that Eliza Mills was making 
herself too obtrusive with her umbrella. 
Kliza was sitting on the third seat from 
the front, in the middle of the seat and 


had her silk umbrella hoisted and held for- 


ward. 

“Put that umbrella down up there!” 
the conductor remarked from the rear plat- 
form. Eliza did not comply and gave no 
sign of having heard it. The conductor 
observed that it would be best for her 
to furl her umbrella.
